V E hear from Ponteſtact, in Yorkſhire, that a Gen- 
tleman of that Place was taken up laſt Friday 
Night, in the Road between Noſtel and Pontefract, al- 
moſt frozen to Death, occaſioned by the following Ac- 
_ cident : In coming from Sir R. W—'s$, in the Afternoon, 
he met with a poor crazy Fellow, (who travels about the 
Country, and takes the Name of Independent John) at 
whom his G=l-+y took Fright, and gallop'd away with

Sir Rowland W—n being deſired by a large Majority 
of the Burgeſſes of Pontefract to offer himſelf as a Can- 


didate at the late Election there, he complied with their 4

On Sunday preceding the Election, the Candidates 
met at the Houſe of Mr. M—y-—r, the Returning Of- 
ficer of the Borough; and, in order to prevent any 
Diſturbance in taking the Poll, it was there agreed by 
them all, that the Poll ſhould begin next Morning at 
Nine o'Clock, and that each Side ſhould poll Ten Viet 
alternately, viz. that Lord G—-l—y and Mr. S—h—y, 
(two of the Candidates) who join'd Intereſts, ſhould pol} 
the firſt Ten, and Sir Rowland W—-n the ſecond Ten, 

and ſo on as long as each Party had any Voters to poll. 
On Monday the 21ſt, the M—y—r and Candidates 
went to the 'Town's Hall at the Time appointed, with- 
out any Moleſtation or Diſturbance, and without the 
Acclamations of the Populace aſſembled in the Streets, 
as is uſual at Elections..—After the Candidates were 
come into the Hall, and the M—y—r had done every 
Thing that was required by Law previous to the Elec- 
tion, he proceeded to take the Poll according to the 
Agreement made by the Candidates, without any Di- 
ſturbance or Noiſe in the Hall, and without any Com- 
plaint made on any Side, that any Voters were hindered 
fiom'coming to poll.

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. the Steps leading up to it, being guarded by the Con- 
ſtables and their Altiſtants, . to ne Number 
of twenty-four, or thereabouts, with Conſtable's Staves 
and Halberts. During the Poll a Complaint was brought 
into the Hall, that ſome of the Perſons affembled in the 
Streets were breaking the Windows, and attempting to 
break into the Houſe of an Alderman in another Street, 
ſome Diſtance from the 'Town's Hall; upon which ſe- 
veral Gentlemen went out of the Hall to endeavour to 

vent further Miſchief, and prevailed upon them to 
eſiſt. Upon this Complaint it was propoſed to the 
M—y—r to adjourn the Poll for an Hour, though there 
was not the leaſt Diſturbance in the Hall, and it was 
ſtopped for a little Time: But upon the Return of the 
Gentlemen who went out, and their reporting what 
they had done, the Poll proceeded, without any Diftarb- 
ance or Noiſe in the Hall, till Five o'Clock in the Af- 
ternoon ; at which Time the Numbers on the Poll for 
all the Candidates being equal, it was adjourn'd, by 
Conſent of them all, till next Day at Nine o'Clock in 
the Morning, there being then in the Hall ſeveral Voters 
for Lord G—=l-—y and Mr. S—h-——y, who had not 
oiled; and there was no Complaint of any Perſon be- 
ing hindered from coming to poll, or inſulted in going 
from it, but one Perſon who was faid to be beat; but 
whether it proceeded from his own Imprudence, in 
ſtriking at any Perſon in the Street, did not appear. 
During the Poll that Day, one of the Counſel for 
Lord G—t—y faid, Mr. Fenton, a Counſel, was in 
Town, and moved that he might be appointed Counfel 
to aſſiſt the M—y—r to determine any Objections to the 
. Legality of the Voters, two of which had been objected 
to by Sir Rowland W— s Counſel, viz. one, that the 
Deſcriptions of the Houſe, aſſigned and transferred to 
the Voter, neither agreed with the Deſcriptions in Mr. 
W-——h's Purchaſe-Deeds, nor with the M—y—r's 
Fee-Farm Book, by which he receives the Burgage 
Rents ; that the other did not appear to have paid a 
Burgeſs Rent, which had occaſioned a good deal of De-

Happy had it been for this Town, if 
they had all ſailed to Patagonia, for tho* the People of 
that Country have not the Advantages of-a liberal Edu- 
cation, they have as many great and noble Endowments 
of the Mind, as any Nation whatever. They are 
liable to Errors in Judgment as well as the reſt of the 
Human Race ; for Inſtance, a Patagonian Prieſt, whom 
it is thought has miſled the Minds of the Ignorant in the 
late Tumults, and his Wife, that was brought over by 
Gulliver from Lilliput, are equally hot and inveterate. 
It will be neceſſary to give you a Deſcription of theſe 
Shrubs ; they are of a dark dull Colour, and produce a 
yellow Berry; there is a little Variation in the Size and 
Shape of the Leaves, but the Fruit is the ſame.

Party; which of them will be the acting Magiſtrate, or 
whether they intend to commence a temporary Partnerſhip, 
is not known; but the whole Town was, when this Ac- 
count was written, all in Confuſion and Uproar.

E trat of a Letter from Pontefract, October 1, 


„% AST Thurſday William Crewe, Eſq; was ſworn 
into the Office of Mayor for this ' Town. On his 

coming out of Court ſome diſorderly Perſons attempted 
to force from him his Gown and Wand, and threw him 
down; and at Night a Mob aſſembled before his Houſe,. 
and with large Stones broke his. Windows, and beat 
down all the Shutters. They would probably have pro- 
ceeded to farther Miſchief, had not a Guard of Military 
come up and prevented it. The Mob, notwithſtanding, 
afterwards demoliſhed many Windows in other Parts of 
che Town, Several of the Rioters are e 
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| fome of whom are bound over to Vork Aſlizes, and 
others committed to York Caſtle. 


REM ARK. — Some other exaggerated erroneous Ac- 
counts were publiſhed in other Papers, much too partial
